In picturing American soldiers.

becomes “inereasingly - difficult. 
In the efforts, spread over many 
years, which have been made to 
bring about some worthwhile 
measure of disarmament, this 
question of munitions manufac- 
ture has again and again been 
brought forward for discussion, 
but so far it has not been fourid 
possible to impose any form of 
limitation.

THE MANUFACTURE 
OF MUNITIONS — 


In picturing American soldiers 
slain by munitions sold by their 
own compatriots to Japan, in the 
event of- war breaking out’ be- 
tween the two nations, Senator 
Borah may have attempted to 
mnke his hearers’ blood creep, 
Allowance must be made for the 
rhetorical gymnasts in which he 
saw ‘fit to indulge. But the 
issue with which he was dealing | 
is, one which demands attention 
and definite action It is 
obvious that the manufacture 
and sale of armaments for pri- 
vate profit is contrary to public 
interests, and, what. is much 
more to the point, is helpful in 
the creation of an atmosphere in 
which the preservation of peace 


-| becomes -—inereasingly ~ dificult; 


Tn the efforts, spread over many 
years, which have been made to 
bring about some worthwhile. 
measure of disarmament, this 
question of munitions manufac- 
ture has again and again been 
brought forward for discussion, 
but so far it has not been found 
possible to impose any form of 
limitation. Vested — intereats 
which are directly concerned’ 
with the production of arma and 
munitions have immense re- 
sources of wealth at their dis- 
posal, and their power and in- 
fluence is such that they will not 
easily be dislodged from. the 
position which: they have secur- 
ed. Yet, when the whole situat- 
ion is dispassionately considered, | 
it is clear that disarmament un- 
accompanied by control -of the | 
traffic in arms can be of little. 
feal value. So long as the 
manufacturers of the’ weapons 
of war are. permitted - to 
sell their products to  will- 
ing buyers, so long will 
there be a danger of. their 
attempting to encourage situat- 
ions which make for the use of 
these weapons, Obviously, it is 
in the interests of . the te | 
facturers that there should be 
war, and not peace. The ques- 
tion {s one which concerns every 
country, whether manufacturer ; 
or buyer of munitions. Once it 
is tackled on international lincs, 
with strict governmental control , 
of output ensured, a big step 
forward towards the’ abolition. 
of war will have been taken.

RECOVERY. PLAN 
* IMPETUS 


Washington, Mar. 6. 

Mr, Jesse Jones, chairman of 
the Reconatruction Finance Cor- 
poration, to-day announced that 
the Corporation was prepirel to 
disburse within two manths G$77,- 
000,000. in preferred stock pur- 
chases and loars to the banks for 

* the purpose of affording an 
impetus to President Roosevelt’a 
recovery programme. ~* i 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has‘nuthorised preferred 
stock purchases totalling G$1,019,- 
000,000, but the actual disburse- 
ment so far is G$477,000,000. 

At tho same time the Committee 
has authorised loans to be made, 
of which G$685,000,000 have so far 
been pafd out. 

President Roosevelt hins con- 
‘forred with Mr.. Morgenthau,
